Genera : Lbave the honor to'report the effect that 
our breaching batteries have had upon Fort Sumter, 
and the condition of that work to-night. 

At the close of the seven days’ bombardment the 
gorge wall of the Fort is almost a complete mass of 
ruins forthe distance of several casemates. About 
midway on this face the rampa:ts are removed near- 
ly, and in_ places quite to tne arches; and, but for the 
sand-bags witn which the casemates were filled, and 
whieh has served to sustain the broken arches and 
masses of masonry, it would have long since been 
entirely cut away, and with it the ‘arches to the floor 
of the second tier.of casemates.. The debris on this 
front now forms a rampart, reaching as highas the 
floor of these casemates, The.perapet walls ot the 
two northeasterly faces is completely carried away, 
a small portlononly being left, in the angle made 
with the gorge wall, and ihe ramparts ef these 
faces are aleo a toial ruin. 

Quite one-half of our projectiles seem to have 


struck the parade and parapet of these two faces, and 
judging from the effect that they have had upon the 


gorge wall, within ourobservation, the destruction of 
the masonry on these two sides must be very great, 


and Tam ofitie opinion that nearly every arch in 
these fronts must be broken ip. But one gun re- 
maias in position on these two fronts, and ihis is in 
the angle of the gorge, end J think unserviceable.

the European Press, the tone of the Emperor's 
organs, the hints of the Moniteur, indicate 
clearly enough his purpose to intervene in out 
affairs. No one supposes that he would do 
this without an object. He went to war ‘with 
Austria “,for an idea’, but:not until he ‘had 
bargained for the cession of Savoy as the price 
of establishing the independence of Italy. His 
seizure of Mexico reveals his purpose to plant 
the French fiag on this continent; and his 
letter to Gen. Forney declares that his 
object in doing so is te check the ad- 
vancing power of the United States, 
and fix a limit to their progréss’ southward. 

The intrigues of two French Consuls > in 
Texas over & year ago, to detach her from the 
Confederacy and reéstablich nominally her in- 
dependence, prove that even then he hadde- 
signs of some kind upon that. State: and.the 
hostile ‘action of the rebel Government, by 
which those intrigues were met, convinced 
him that it would be easier to buy Texas and 
have the South aid him in maintaining title, 
than to seize the State, with the assured hos- 
tility of. both sections of the Union. His hold 
on Mexico, moreover, will be insecure with- 


‘ont command of a Texaii port and of the 


frontier of the Rio , Grande ;—while the 
rich cotton lends of Texas and the access it 
epens to the rich mineral provioces which are 
part of the prize he seeks to clutch, add 
formidable material arguments to the more 
geueral motives of State policy by which his 
action is governed. 

These considerations by no means prove 
that the French Emperor intends to seize 
Texas: but they are quite sufficient to war- 
rant eur Government in acting as if that were 
his intention. We have no troops in Texas. 
That State is in full: possession of the rebe} 
Confederacy, which may very well assert the 
right to dispose of it as its interests may re- 
quire. ‘This condition of affairs should be 
remedied” at once. We ought te hold the 
mouth of the Rio Grande with @ ‘sufficient 
fleet, and put 20,000 troops along the line of 
that. river. There are many reasons why 
this should be done without any reference to 
the supposed designs of France: but the pos- 
sibility that she. has such designe should 
prompt our Government to take thie step 
without an hour’s delay. 


We have no deubt that the English Minis- 
try, or at least the Prime Minister, favors this 
design.. Lord Patmensron is a thorough-going 
supporter of Lovis .Naroizon... He was on 
terms of intimacy with him during his exile ; 
he was the .firet to hail his-accession to the 
Imperial, throne; he. .went out of office be 
canse he accepted the. coup d'etat; his inti 
mate and confidential pereongl relations with 
the Emperor have continued ‘without interrup- 
tion, and the whole tone and tenor of his policy 
has been ohe of almost abject subservience to 
his views and wishes. Except ‘In the single 
instance of the Suez Canal, which comes inte 
direct collision with English interests, Par- 
wenston has followed the lead of Lovrs Naro- 
vkow On every great quéstion of public policy 
since he has wielded’ the power and ‘ruled 
the destinies of France. He will favor 
his designs upon Mexice ‘and Texas, and 
his. support .of : the»: rebel Confederacy, 
just so far as the . temper .of the» Eng- 
lish people’ and the ‘security. of his 
own official position will permit. ‘Tiat 
it will give rise to e’ dissdlittion of the Eng- 
lish Cabinet,-is very likely';)and it is by no 
means impossible that it may occasion. the 

overthrow of the present Ministry, and thc 
elevation to power of men of larger’ and 
moré liberal views of English policy. 

Nothing but the most prompt and effective 
measures of our Government can thwart 
these designs. It will be muc easier te hold: 
Texas than to reconquer it. after the French 
have once. obtained .@ foothold there, We; 
must understand that we have foreign foes to 
deal with now, as well as domestic enemies 
of our Gevernment. Let the people compre-
